Good evening all, 


I'm a sucker for pretty much anything electro-mechanical. Recently a 
rotary converter (12 VDC in, 115 VAC 60 Hz out, 0.1 kVA) came onto my 
workbench. It was originally intended for use with a TS-587 noise field 
intensity meter. 


For some reason, when the power goes out, even though they are grossly 
inefficient compared to my small collection of silly-state inverters...I 
really like using these rotary converters instead. (During the 2011 
Tornado Super Outbreak, I used a 300W Carter rotary converter to power a 
single fluorescent light and my soldering iron so I could fix stuff...) 


The unit is typical WWII US Navy quality - built like a battleship. I 


suspect that the base-plate is stainless steel, which as I was telling 
the almost-13-year-old, was really kind of unusual for WWII equipment. 
Didn't stainless steel not come into common use in the military until 
the 50's or 60's? It looks too shiny for chrome-plated brass. And why 
would someone chrome-plate brass for a bottom plate for a rotary 
converter? Seems silly. 


The Carter-built converter unit inside the case has these really nice 
looking what I assume to be chrome plated bands so it's quite the 
looker. It just ooozes quality. 


Currently I'm soaking the bearings in Breakfree CLP to soften up the old 
grease in preparation for removal prior to repacking with Mobil SHC100 
synthetic electric motor grease. CLP works great on old guns to remove 
old grease-n-crud, so why not try it on old grease in bearings? :)

I'm a sucker for pretty much anything electro-mechanical. Recently a 
rotary converter (12 VDC in, 115 VAC 60 Hz out, 0.1 kVA) came onto my 
workbench. It was originally intended for use with a TS-587 noise field 
intensity meter. 


For some reason, when the power goes out, even though they are grossly 
inefficient compared to my small collection of silly-state inverters...I 
really like using these rotary converters instead. (During the 2011 
Tornado Super Outbreak, I used a 300W Carter rotary converter to power a 
single fluorescent light and my soldering iron so I could fix stuff...) 


The unit is typical WWII US Navy quality - built like a battleship. I 
suspect that the base-plate is stainless steel, which as I was telling the 
almost-13-year-old, was really kind of unusual for WWII equipment. Didn't 
stainless steel not come into common use in the military until the 50's or 
60's? It looks too shiny for chrome-plated brass. And why would someone 
chrome-plate brass for a bottom plate for a rotary converter? Seems silly. 


The Carter-built converter unit inside the case has these really nice 
looking what I assume to be chrome plated bands so it's quite the looker.

The FB-7 in the original National ad in QST notes that the 5880AB power 
pack was a choice for powering it. The 5880AB was the pack for the SW-3 
with 3 tubes and a pilot light (4.25 amps total filament) versus the FB-7 
with 7 tubes (10 amps of filament at 2.5 VAC) plus two pilot lights. The 
"low-cost" 5887 was also available to match the FB-7. 


Is the power transformer the same for both of these "dog houses" or was 
there a beefier transformer in the 5887 with perhaps one choke in place of 
two? 


I tried the 5880 for filament only. (type 80 rectifier pulled). With 120 
input, the voltage at the pilot lights is 2.45, close enough. Filament 
voltage is 3.21 unloaded and 2.71 loaded at the pack connector. The 
remaining 0.26 drop is, as intended by Millen, loss in the heavy 
umbilical. That's about 5 watts for the transformer heating which should 
be OK. (3.21-2.71= 0.5) (10 amps X ©.5 Volts = 5 watts) 


It appears as if the 5880AB could handle the FB-7 but perhaps be a bit 
strained? Ox was the 5880AB used with the 59 audio tube pulled? The 10 
watts of filament for the 80 rectifier can be taken care of with more 
modern means since I don't wish to stress the transformer any more than 
necessary. Any information and experience appreciated.

Hello gang, 


I had a HQ-110 from 1957 to 1970 without the clock. I picked up a nice working 
HQ-110C from W4U0C several years ago and had no problem until recently looking for 
a cheap way to copy CW and SSB with an outboard 455 Kcs BFO. The BFO worked OK and 
I still can have the AVC working. 


This got me interested in setting the running clock. My manual only references the 
clock as a part number and it is shown in series with the main on off switch. I 
located the main on off switch on the rear of the sensitivity control. I had no 
idea of how the alarm switch worked and W8UT and K9STH referred me to the switch 
on the front panel below the clock. It was in the rightmost position which stops 
the HQ-110 from turning on. I switched the position to the center and the receiver 
came on. I tried setting the time but the rod from the rear of the receiver had 
come out so taking the cover off I reconnected the rod to the place so that I 
could set both the alarm timer and time. I put the cover back on and made sure 
the time could still be reset. It worked great so I came back later to hook the 
outboard BFO and turning the receiver on it ran a few minutes and there was a pop 
and the receiver went dead. I found the rod had shorted to the top of the metal 
capacitor. The clock transformer was black where the AC comes attached so the 
clock needed replacement. 


I have two options: one is to disconnect the clock to get the AC below the chassis 
as K9STH advised. Thus I need the install instructions Hammarlund provided with an 
add on clock. I need a source for the spec sheet to properly remove the AC and the 
alarm switch. The second option is option 1 with a battery operated clock that was 
sold in the past. Does anyone have that source now?

I have an S-19R but think its a later version, not sure. A 
couple of general suggestions: 

Make sure you have the LO on the right side of the signal. In 
many of these all band receivers the LO is on the high side of 
the signal on the lower bands and on the low side on the higher 
bands. Will throw off the tracking and dial calibration. 

Make sure the tuning capacitor is centered, that is that the 
rotor is centered in the stators. If its off center by much it 
will change the tuning "law". Can be set by listening to a beat 
of a signal at the low end and adjusting the bearing for the 


highest frequency, that is, the LO will tune lower on each side 
of center. 

If necessary the coils can be adjusted. Most of the coils in 
sets like these have some spaced turns that can be moved around 
or a shorted turn that can be moved. Usually held in place with 
wax or varnish. If there is wax melt it a little and let it 
harden again. If you need to stick turns down use "Q-Dope". You 
can make your own Q dope by dissolving polyfoam (like hot cups) 
in MEK or Xylene to about the consistency of honey. 

Don't know a cure for the microphonics from the dial. Maybe 
some heavy tape on the back of the dial to damp it.

Dave, 


I have both the S-19 and a S-19R and although they are not stellar receivers they 
definitely performed better than what you are experiencing when they left the 
factory. 


Are you sure that the main tuning capacitor is properly indexed to the dial? Band 
spread portion is at minimum capacitance with the BS dial at 0? Have the outer 
plates on the capacitor bent severely bent from a previous alignment attempt? If 
so return them to straight and align as best as possible and then adjust as 
needed. 


Are the rotor plates properly centered between the stator plates? This is 
adjustable through the thrust bearing and the oscillator section is the most 
critical (sometimes these lower cost variable caps cannot have all sections set 
perfectly at the same point). 


Is there residue buildup on the coils or trimmer caps? Clean those because that 
will affect their electrical characteristics. 


Microphonic behavior in this receiver is usually due to the 6K8 converter tube, I 
would try another one. 


Calibration accuracy isn't perfect on these cheaper receivers but it should be 
reasonable. Tracking (input coils track with actual oscillator frequency ) is 
more important than absolute calibration accuracy in a superhet because 
sensitivity and image rejection are so highly dependent upon proper tracking. 

With simple single conversion superhets, like the S-19 family, the oscillator will 
be heavily pulled by input coil adjustment and this part of alignment is best done 
with a broadband noise source on higher bands and this is a case where you can put 
the RFI from a common CFL to good use by putting a small length of antenna wire 
through its spiral.

This may mean that some capacitance has changed in the LO circuit (if you mean

An 
image frequency signal being stronger than the normal input frequency is a hind of 
wrong sided LO.

Possibly the main tuning cap has become mechanically changed or mis aligned, such 
as axially uncentered. Are tuning cap wipers making good contact (De-Oxit)? Try 
loosening/then tightening any tuning cap mounting nuts.

I would suspect any fixed (likely silver mica) cap in these tuned circuits. Is 
there any one cap in the circuit for all the bands having trouble but not for the 


ok bands? 


Mica compression trimmers can have a broken leaf that reduces the actual 


capacitance. 


Maybe a local oscillator coil has become loose on its former. Needing added 
padding capacitance may mean that the coil in that circuit has changed inductance 
from what it should be. 


Are there any shielded wires, such as to grid caps, that may have changed 
insulation or capacitance. (I had had a_ new old stock roll of shielded grid cap 
wire whose insulation had become totally hard and crumbly.) 


> Band 2 sounds good but Band 3 is not only 
> "untrackable," but has a problem with images. 


xxx Is the local oscillator on the correct side of the intended incoming 
frequency? It xmayx be above on some bands and below on others. This is an easy 
thing for an earlier unwary repair person to screw up, especially on the higher 
frequencies. (Having a general coverage receiver at the bench helps sort this 
out. Sniff the LO signal with a bit of wire near the oscillator tube. The manual 
may indicate which side the LO should be on for each band.). It is conceivable 
that an early version of the radio is not set up the same as later versions. 


(Do I remember correctly that in some radios the LO is above the dial frequency on 
lower bands and below it on upper bands?)

(This is 
possible with radios made at the time of transition from glass to metal octal 
tubes.) 


Was the radio intended to use coated tubes in some sockets - that gray metallic 
stuff called Aquadag? Coated tube type numbers were slightly different from 
uncoated ones if I remember right, with an added letter perhaps.

There may well be an oscillation going on in some RF or IF stage, or involving two 
or more stages. Check for improper DC voltages at grids of any suspect tube - use 
a VTVM with one meg in the probe, or added resistance on any DMM probe. An 
oscilloscope with high impedance probe is useful here. 


Suspect grounding points: tube socket rings, tag strip ground points, any other 
ground points. A small screwdriver wedged in at points that are supposed to be 
grounded may detect a bad ground. Suspect any bypass caps that are paper. A 
modern cap, disk ceramic perhaps, with short clip leads placed across any and all 
bypass caps may locate an original cap that has gone open or reduced in value. 


I hope you can sort it out - having such an old radio work as it should is a great 
satisfaction.

The S-19R is one of those sets that really benefits from a preselector AND a Q 
multiplier; an audio filter would probably be nice too. I have one that I used in 
some classic operating events on 80 and 40 but above that frequency images are 
certainly noticeable. 


I recently picked up a Lafayette HE-73 "Pre-con" that functions as a preselector 
for 80-10 meters and can also function as a crystal controlled converter on 20-10 
meters putting the 20 and 15 meter bands into the 80 meter range with the 10 meter 
range covering from 3.5 up into the 5 Mhz. range. It is a neat little Trio 
produced box that lets older sets with limited sensitivity, stability, and image 
rejection on the higher bands function pretty well but it doesn't address the lack 
of IF selectivity. 


As you noted like the S-19R helps you to develop better operator skills. My 
novice receiver for the first week was more sophisticated than a S-19R but still 
not a great receiver. I used a SX-62 that had good sensitivity and selectivity 
but no separate band spread tuning. Even on 40 meters if I wanted to use the 
crystal filter the most effective method was to leave the lid open and use hand 
capacitance near the oscillator section to fine tune. I later found that the 
calibration reset that moved the pointer assembly also moved the frequency enough 
to work pretty well for fine tuning but after one week I upgraded to a SX-101 
which was a very nice ham band receiver. 


Those who own a National HRO-50 or HRO-60 will find that the calibration control 
for it makes an excellent fine tuning control. In these National receivers the 
oscillator control is a small air variable that provides smooth band spread over a 
very narrow range which really is useful as you go up in frequency, especially 
when tuning SSB or using the crystal filter for CW.

I'm a bit lost with some of your nomenclature. Capacitors C24, C25, and 
C26 are in series with the tuned (grid) oscillator coils. Disconnect 
any of them, and the oscillator won't oscillate. The presence of 
padding in the LO circuit says that the design is high oscillator, at 
least on the first three bands. 


The variable capacitors shunting the tuned coils in both the RF and LO 
sections I call "trimmers." Maybe old age has robbed my following what 
you said accurately, but those are the terms I'll use here. 


Band 4 is obviously a marketing add-on, so that Hallicrafters could 
claim "oh golly gee whiz, we can receive 10 meters." I would not expect 
much performance from it. And, as a generality, Hallicrafters sold 
"bang for the buck," which means things like cheap coils (and lousy 
image rejection). I also don't know what the tuned section of the band 
4 tickler is tuned to, but assume that it's a feedback booster to keep 
the 6K8 oscillating at the high end. 


I don't know what you have for test equipment (signal generators), but 
when confronting a problem like this, I lean heavily on crystal 
calibrators. A Bliley IC has a 455 ke crystal (and several others), so 
I can get the IF spot-on. A Measurements 111-B has 0.1, 1, and 10 mc. 
frequencies. You can use them directly for whistle-stop tuning or, in 
conjunction with a VFO signal generator and whistle-stop checking the 
signal generator (I have, and use, a Measurements 65-A, which is a cut 
above the usual radio repair generators---still not accurate and 
repeatable enough for doing really good tracking work). If you've got a 
frequency counter, you can use it, but make sure it is accurately 
calibrated. "Traceable to NIST" means (to me) checking against WWV. 


As a checklist, start with: 
Bandspread at @ and mechanically at the O-end stop. 


AVC off (AVC will detune the LO, though not too badly with a 6k8). 
IF's peaked at a calibrated 455 kc. 


I'd start at the low end of the broadcast band. The Rider's page is not 
clear about that. The LO should fall in with the padder at midrange and 
match the dial at 600 kc. The RF section should be close to or at a 
peak at that point. Then go up to 1400 kc and adjust the trimmers on 
the LO and RF sections. Go back and recheck at the low frequency. 


Band 3 has a fixed padder in the LO, and I'd go to it after doing the 
broadcast band. If the LO frequency is seriously low at the low end (7 
mc) you are likely to find the padder cap leaking or shorted. 


I'd go through getting the low and high ends of the first 3 bands where 
they should be before moving and resetting the tuning dial. I also 
would not expect any miracles on band 4. And don't expect any really 
good image rejection as you go up in frequency. 


Langford Smith has a very good discussion on frequency conversion and 
tracking in the 3rd edition of "Radiotron Designer's Handbook" which 
discusses the tubes available when Halligan's boys designed this set. 


Now, on substituting a 37 for a 76 in the BFO, I have to ask why. While 
in many applications, the tubes are more-or-less interchangeable, the 76 
has a higher mu than the 37, and I'd expect it to oscillate more 
vigorously in the circuit.
